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Stanton Nursing Center to get new owners

The parent company of 
the Stanton Nursing and 
Rehabilitation Center 
will no longer be run¬ 
ning the 81 bed facility. 
That was announced by 
Extendicare Real Estate 
Investment Trust, who 
owns Extendicare Health 
Services, Inc. (EHSI). 

The company has leased 
all 21 of their facilities in 
Kentucky, including the 
one in Stanton and in 
Irvine, to a third-party 
long term care opera¬ 
tor. The new company is 
reportedly from Texas, 
but the company has not 
been named. 

The lease is reportedly 
for 10 years with two five 
year extensions possible 
if the new company wish¬ 
es to go with the option. 
However, the new opera¬ 


tors could opt to purchase 
all 21 centers at any time 
during the initial 10 year 
term. 

The Stanton Nursing 
Center has been a main¬ 
stay in long-term skilled 
nursing care since 1975. 
According to the most 
recent licensure applica¬ 
tion by Extendicare, the 
company took over the 
Stanton facility in 1985. 

“EHSI has operat¬ 
ed within the State of 
Kentucky for over 35 
years and as such, we did 
not arrive at this decision 
easily,” Tim Lukenda, 
President and CEO of 
Extendicare REIT stated 
in a press release about 
the changes. “However, 
the combination of a wors¬ 
ening litigation environ¬ 
ment and the lack of any 
likelihood of tort reform 
in the State of Kentucky 
has made this the pru¬ 
dent decision for our com¬ 


pany and unit holders.” 

Court records in Powell 
County reveal that liti¬ 
gation is no stranger 
to Extendicare or the 
Stanton Nursing Center. 

There have been 10 
lawsuits filed against the 
two since 1999. Nine of 
those were for claims of 
alleged wrongful death or 
due to injuries patients 
suffered due to an alleged 
negligence. Of those 
cases, seven have been 
settled according to court 
records. Two are still cur¬ 
rently active in the court 
system. 

The other suit involved 
an employee who in 2011 
claimed they were forced 
to resign based on actions 
taken against them by 
administrators and staff 
members for notifying a 
state agency about prob¬ 
lems with the facility. The 
suit claimed that the cen¬ 
ter did not follow certain 


protocols, which the com¬ 
pany denied. 

However, the employee 
and the company settled 
for $10,500 and the com¬ 


pany agreed upon the 
representing costs. 

The release went on 
to state that for the six 
month ending on March 


31 of this year, follow

Arrest made in theft of telephone line

Officers arrested two 
men and charged them 
with theft by unlawful 
taking after they were 
found with a vehicle full 
of telephone line. Thanks 
to an observant passerby, 
Matthew Cox and Aaron 
Lovings are now sitting 
in the Powell County 
Detention Center. 

Powell County Deputy 
Matt Reed was at the 
Powell County Dispatch 
Center just after 9 p.m. 
this past Sunday when a 
call came in that two men 
had loaded their 1995 
Nissan Pathfinder with 
the telephone line. The 
caller, who police have 
not identified, stated that 
the vehicle was moving 
toward Estill County on 
Hardwick’s Creek Road 
outside of Clay City. The 
caller decided to follow

the vehicle and keep dis¬ 
patchers informed of their 
movements. 

Police say that the 
caller saw the subjects 
after the phone line that 
his girlfriend was using 
went dead. The line had 
been replaced with a 
temporary telephone line 
because of another theft 
in recent weeks.

Reed began to respond 
to the area by going up 
Furnace Mountain and 
trying to cut the two men 
off. Clay City Police Chief 
Shannon Taylor and 
Kentucky State Police 
Trooper Anthony Bowling 
headed toward Hardwick’s 
Creek from the Clay City 
side. The caller told dis¬ 
patchers that the driver 


must have noticed they 
were being followed. The 
vehicle turned around 
at the intersection of 
Hardwick’s Creek and 
Little Hardwick’s Creek 
Roads. 

The caller said the 
Nissan was heading 
toward Clay City at 
speeds near 65 to 70 miles 
per hour, so the caller 
backed off. Meanwhile, 
the Nissan passed Taylor, 
who turned around and 
attempted to pull the 
vehicle over. 

The SUV turned onto 
the exit for the west bound 
lanes of the Mountain 
Parkway. The driver, who 
at first seemed to be try¬ 
ing to get away, finally 
pulled over about one- 
quarter of a mile later. 

Inside the Nissan offi¬ 
cers found the wire. They

Serious wreck sends 
one to hospital, one to jail

Police, fire and ambu¬ 
lance personnel respond¬ 
ed to an accident on 
Hardwick's Creek Road 
late Monday night. One 
person was flown to the 
UK Medical Center and 
another was sent to jail. 

Police received the call 
about 11:40 p.m. of a 
single vehicle accident 
near Neal Silva Road. 
When they arrived they 
found a vehicle that had 
apparently rolled over 
several times. They also 
found Jonathan Wright, 
19, of Clay City. 

Wright, who offi¬ 
cers say was driving, 
had been ejected from 
the vehicle. A helicop¬ 
ter from Air Methods 
landed in a field nearby 
to take Wright to the 
hospital. He was report¬ 
edly recovering in the 


intensive care unit as of 
Tuesday morning with 
several injuries. 

Powell County Deputy 
Matt Reed, who is 
investigating the acci¬ 
dent, told the Times 
that based on witness 
accounts it appeared 
that Wright lost control 
of his vehicle. 

"He was heading north 
on Hardwick's Creek 
Road when he appar¬ 
ently hit the ditch, lost 
control and rolled over 
several times," Reed 
said. "He (Wright) was 
thrown out of the truck 
and his passenger fled 
the scene." 

Reed said that Dillon 
Jones was a passenger 
in the truck when the 
accident occurred. Jones 
later came back to the 
scene. He was arrested 
and charged with alcohol 
intoxication and leaving 
the scene of an accident.

“I just love doing it 
and they look nice wher¬ 
ever you want or need to 
place one,” Creech said. 


Both women agreed 
that festivals like the one 
in Nada draws a lot of 
attention to their work 
and the mountain heri¬ 
tage. They also agreed 
that it helped them to 
meet a lot of new and 
friendly faces.

Former inmate file lawsuit 


claiming PCDC staff reason for 
his injuries at work site 


A former inmate of the 
Powell County Detention 
Center has filed a law¬ 
suit claiming that he was 
injured while performing 
a duty that is part of “a 
pattern deliberately mis¬ 
using inmates for inap¬ 
propriate purposes.” 

Elijah Begley, of Estill 
County, filed the lawsuit 
in Powell Circuit Court 
on May 24.He and his 
attorney, Roy Collins of 
Manchester, are ask¬ 
ing for the court to stop 
the jail from continuing 
the practice of working 
inmates outside the jail, 
as well as for court costs, 
attorney fees and “any 
and all other relief” the 
court may deem appro¬ 
priate. 

Begley claims that on 
May 26, 2011 he was 
incarcerated in the Powell 
County Jail. On that day 
Begley claims that Deputy 
Jailer Wallace Begley 
took him and a few other 
inmates to a private resi¬ 
dence to assist in demol¬ 
ishing it. That residence 
reportedly belonged to 
Anthony Davis. The suit 
states that the inmates 
were advised to follow 
the instructions of Davis, 
but were not given prop¬ 
er supervision or safety 
equipment. 

During the demoli¬ 
tion of a trailer Begley 
was reportedly injured. 


While removing some of 
the underpinning alleg¬ 
edly some debris struck 
Begley in the left eye. 
Begley claims that the 
jail staff did not get him 
prompt medical attention 
and that he has suffered 
serious and permanent 
damage. 

The lawsuit claims that 
Begley has incurred medi¬ 
cal expenses of more than 
$36,000. It also claims hat 
he suffered mental and 
physical pain. The suit 
also claims that Begley 
has suffered “permanent 
impairment of his ability 
to earn in the future and 
will incur future medical 
expenses.” 

But Powell County 
jailer Travis Crabtree, 
who is named in the law¬ 
suit, disputes the claims. 
Crabtree, who along 
with Wallace Begley and 
Davis were named in the 
court action, admits that 
the former inmate was 
injured. 


“He was performing 
some work and he was 
injured,” Crabtree said. 
“But I checked with the 
state before I let the 
inmates work anywhere 
and it was cleared for 
them to do it.” 

As for the claims of 
not getting Begley medi¬ 
cal attention in a timely 
fashion, Crabtree dis¬ 
puted that as well. “He 
was taken to the emer¬ 
gency room as soon as 
we could get him there 
and was taken care of by 
a doctor who specializes 
in that type of injury,” he 
recalled. “The claims that 
we did not take care of 
him is false.” 

As is usual, lawsuits of 
this nature only give one 
side of the story. However, 
Crabtree feels that he 
and the jail did what 
they were supposed to do 
under the circumstances. 

“I feel we did what we 
could as quickly as we 
could,” Crabtree said.

also found Cox, 30, and Lovings, 23, both 
of Winchester. 

“The driver (Cox) admitted to taking 
the wire. He said he knew what he did 
was wrong, but that everyone makes 
mistakes and he made one,” Deputy 
Reed told the Times. “He (Cox) said that 
the passenger was telling him to run, 
but he wanted to pull over.” 

Both men were arrested and charged 
with theft by unlawful taking under 
$10,000, but that charge may change. 
We’ll have to see what kind of line it is 
and how much it is worth,” Reed said. “It 
was a lot and the charge could change 
based on those findings once we have 
them.” 

Late on Monday evening Reed called 
the Times to update the case. “I spoke to 
AT&T and they said their contractor in 


the area stated he was missing 600 foot 
of line from Hardwick’s Creek,” Reed 
reported. “The value is around $8,100. 
But we caught them before they were 
able to strip it, so the company may be 
able to use it.” 

Reed then called back. "We measured 
it and there is over 1,100 feet of cable," 
Reed said. "We're not sure of the value 
of it just yet." 

Just two months ago the sheriff’s 
office was called out to the Cane Creek 
and South Fork areas after someone 
stole telephone lines. Powell County 
Sheriff Danny Rogers told the Times at 
the time that all thefts bothered him but 
it was getting worse. Rogers has made it 
clear that his office will take all thefts, 
including metal thefts and those steal¬ 
ing copper wiring, very seriously. “It will 
be a no tolerance policy,” Rogers said.

ing the October 2011 Medicare funding 
reductions, the 21 nursing centers in 
the state generated revenue of $134.5 
million and earnings from operations, 
income taxes, depreciation, amortiza¬ 
tion and accretion of $17.5 million and 
included allotted monies of $12 million 
for self-insured liabilities. The compa¬ 
ny believes that the lease option will 
reduce some of that by at least $2.5 
million from operations and by another 
$1.3 million on an annualized basis. 

In other words, the decision to allow 
a third party company take over the 
facilities in the state is “consistent” 
with Extendicare’s “continuing strat¬ 
egy for achieving ongoing performance 
improvements that involves the divesti¬ 
ture of operations that impeded growth 
or create undue risk exposure.” 

The area vice president for the 


Kentucky for Extendicare, Mike Perry, 
was quoted in the Times sister newspa¬ 
per, The Citizen Voice & Time in Irvine, 
that the state “is now a battleground 
for plaintiff attorneys who focus their 
litigation toward centers owned by the 
largest for-profit companies.” 

The decision was a difficult one for 
Extendicare, according to Perry. “The 
decision to transfer ownership was a 
difficult one for us and we conducted a 
careful search to identify new owners,” 
he advised reporter Kyle Woosley of 
CV&T. 

But Extendicare has yet to release the 
name of the new operators. That may 
be due to the company having to make 
sure that the transfer of operations is 
approved and that includes by the state. 
If approved, the new operators would 
take over the 21 facilities by July 1.

Trying to keep student loan 
interest rates low

The life of a typical college student is complicated 
enough without being used as a political football dur¬ 
ing campaign season. Unfortunately, that’s just what 
President Obama is doing by playing politics with the 
issue of student loan rates at a time when students 
can least afford it. 

For weeks, the president has been running around 
ginning up college students and late-night television 
audiences over an impending interest rate increase 
for student college loans, and pointing the finger at 
Republicans. But not only are Republicans seeking to 
solve this problem, it is only Republicans who have 
passed legislation to keep student loan interest rates 
low. 

In addition, I and other Republican leaders in 
Congress recently sent the president a letter pledging 
our support to prevent the student loan interest rate 
from going up and laying out two separate proposals 
to ensure that those rates stay low. 

Both of the proposals we outlined are common- 
sense, bipartisan solutions. In fact, they both should 
already have the support of the president, because 
they are both based on policies from the president’s 
own budget proposals. These two solutions are in 
addition to an initial one Republicans passed in the 
House of Representatives several weeks ago. 

There’s no reason Congress and the president can¬ 
not work together to pass legislation quickly and in 
a bipartisan manner to give college students the cer¬ 


tainty they need about their loan payments. But on 
this student loan issue, it is Republicans who’ve been 
working on solutions. And it’s the president who’s 
been totally AWOL. 

That’s a shame. Even though it’s obvious this presi¬ 
dent is already in full-bore campaign mode, it is still 
his responsibility to govern. 

It is particularly important we provide a fix for this 
problem in light of the poor economy. Unemployment 
in Kentucky is 8.3 percent—above the national aver¬ 
age. And the unemployment rate for those under age 
24 is 16.7 percent, more than double the national 
average. 

The job market for recent college graduates is 
daunting as they face looking for work in the Obama 
economy. More than half of bachelor’s degree holders 
under the age of 25 are unemployed or underem¬ 
ployed. 

Eighty-five percent of new college graduates are 
moving back in with their parents. And the starting 
salary for those graduates lucky enough to find a job 
has decreased 10 percent from what it was as recently 
as 2007. 

College graduates facing such an uphill climb don’t 
need the added burden of increased interest rates on 
their student loans, too. 

Republicans are waiting to see if the president can 
support using policies he himself has already pro¬ 
posed in the past to pay for preventing an increase in 
student loan rates now. It remains to be seen whether 
the president can get to yes on this crucial issue. The 
clock is ticking.

based on citizenship. How 
do you feel about your cit¬ 
izenship when you were 
trying to put a cow on the 
water tower?”

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Financial Aid Tip: 

Don't be taken by something 
that sounds too good to be true 


Parents of college-bound students 
often hear sales pitches from companies 
that promise to help them find financial 
aid to pay for college. There’s no need to 
pay for this kind of information, accord¬ 
ing to the Kentucky Higher Education 
Assistance Authority (KHEAA). 

Financial aid information can be 
obtained free by working with your 
school counselor, checking out sources in 
the library, doing free online scholarship 
searches or contacting the financial aid 
office of the college you plan to attend. 

If you decide to use a company to 
help you find financial aid, make sure 
you’re dealing with a reputable one. 
The Federal Trade Commission cau¬ 
tions students to be especially skeptical 
about scholarship search companies and 
websites that make these claims. 

• “You’ve been selected by a national 
foundation to receive a scholarship.” 
Check with a guidance counselor to find 
out if the foundation is legitimate. Be 
especially wary if you’re notified that 
you’re a finalist in a scholarship contest 
you didn’t enter. 


• “We’ll do all the work.” It’s highly 
unlikely that the company will fill out 
all the applications for all the financial 
aid sources it sends you. 

• “I just need your credit card or bank 
account number to hold this scholar¬ 
ship.” Never give these numbers to 
a person or company you’re not sure 
about. You could find your credit card 
maxed out and your bank account 
cleaned out. 

• “You’re guaranteed to get money 
for college or your money back.” Read 
the fine print. If it sounds too good to be 
true, it probably is. 

KHEAA is the state agency that admin¬ 
isters Kentucky’s student aid programs, 
including the Kentucky Educational 
Excellence Scholarship (KEES).

The Powell County 
Farmers Market has 
opened with a few local 
producers selling vegeta¬ 
ble plants. As the sea¬ 
son progresses, more pro¬ 
duce will be available. I 
would expect beans and 
cucumbers and squash in 
a couple of weeks so look 
for our local farmers and 
their tents and umbrel¬ 
las there in the Elkins 
Insurance Agency park¬ 
ing lot on Highway 213 in 
Stanton and in the Red 
River Museum parking 
lot in Clay City. 

Senior farmer’s market 
coupons are now avail¬ 
able at the Powell County 
Extension Office. 

To be involved in the 
program and receive cou¬ 
pons you must be 60 and 
over and have the follow¬ 
ing income requirements: 
One person in a house¬ 
hold: $1,180 per month; 
two people in a household 
$1,594 per month; and 
three people in a house¬ 
hold $2,008 per month. 

To apply for food cou¬ 
pons please bring veri¬ 
fication of age (driver’s 
license, birth certificate, 
etc .and a verification 
of weekly or monthly 
income. A bank statement 
can serve as income veri¬ 
fication. Farmers’ mar¬ 
ket coupons can be used 
throughout the summer 
at any approved farmers 
market for any locally 
grown product. Grocery 
stores and other produce 
stands will not be able 
to accept farmers market 
coupons. 

If you are 60 years of 


age or over and meet these 
income requirements, 
then stop by the Powell 
County Extension Office 
and fill out the necessary 
paperwork to receive your 
coupons. Senior farmers 
market coupons are a 
win/win program for both 
our seniors and our farm¬ 
ers involved in our local 
market.

Hay Baling seasons 
begins 

Each week I still read 
the local edition of the 
Interior Journal, my 
hometown newspaper 
back in Stanford. Sadly 
on last week’s front page 
was an article and pic¬ 
tures of a good friend, Mr. 
David Campbell, who just 
last week lost a large hay 
barn with over 300 round 
bales of hay. 

Also in the flames he 
lost a farm tractor, and 
other farm equipment. 
The hay loss alone was 
probably over $7,000, not 
to mention the total loss 
of the barn and equip¬ 
ment. 

David is a life-long 
farmer and has baled 
and stored hundreds of 
thousands of round bales 
without incident, but this 
year’s humid weather 
and the heat of a few 
weeks ago might have led 
to that hay igniting itself 
inside that barn. Internal 
combustion, especially 
with the first cutting of 
hay has burnt down hun¬ 
dreds of barns in the com¬ 
monwealth. I think this 
article will be timely for 
this week. 

Many Kentucky farm¬ 
ers find cutting and bal¬ 
ing the first cutting of hay 
to be very difficult due 
to cool weather and high 
humidity levels. First 
cutting hay baled too wet 
or stored inside too early 
can spell tragedy for pro¬ 
ducers.

It may be tempting 
to stick these directly into 
a hay bale, but the stem 
can be easily bent and 
the accuracy or operation 
of the thermometer could 
be destroyed. 

It is best and neces¬ 
sary in most cases to use 
some kind of hay probe. A 
farmer can easily make 
one for himself using steel 
pipe or electrical conduit. 
Probes can also be pur¬ 
chased commercially. 

When using a ther¬ 
mometer, measure the 
wettest hay first. Probe 
square bales from the 
side and round bales from 
the end. The probe should 
be inserted near the cen¬ 
ter of the bale. In round 
bales, if the core is loosely 
formed, probe six to 12 
inches away from the cen¬ 
ter where the hay will be 
more tightly packed. 

In large stacks, it may 
be difficult to reach the 
center, but it is important 
to get at least five to 10 
feet down from the top 
or in from the side. The 
most critical factor is to 
reach where the wettest 
hay is stored. It is best to 
probe at several locations 
and at different depths 
within a stack to locate 
the warmest spot.

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The answer can help you prosper: 

Are you a giver or a taker? 


Joe Scott believes that life would be a 
lot easier if people recognized there are 
really only three kinds of people in the 
world. 

“It’s been my experience in life and 
in business that people come in only 
three basic varieties,” said Scott, an 
entrepreneur who started with a truck 
and a tool box to become a successful 
contractor and real estate developer. 
“There are givers, takers and those who 
fall in the middle with qualities of both. 
These people represent different mix¬ 
tures of positive and negative energies, 
and understanding how those energies 
work - both with others and within our¬ 
selves - can make our lives at work and 
at home a lot easier.” 

Scott, author of The Joe Dial (www. 
friendesha.com), has placed all the quali¬ 
ties that make up those energies into 
a simple, readable graphic tool - what 
he calls The Joe Dial - that measures 
them and gives us a starting place to 
adjust our own lives accordingly. His 
definitions of the three kinds of people 
are reasonably detailed, but a simple 
overview of them includes: 

• Givers - These people are typically 
honest and sincere and have a driving 
concern for the world and everyone in 
it. 

Givers feel a responsibility to treat 
everyone with dignity and respect. They 
see it as their duty to leave the world 
in better shape than they found it. The 
danger for people who are primarily giv¬ 
ers is that they tend to be easily taken 
advantage of by takers. 

The pure giver often fails to assess a 
situation to ensure their best interests 
are being protected. They don’t truly 
understand the taking mentality and 
do not realize there is a whole class of 
people out there eager to take every¬ 
thing givers are willing to give, and 
then some. 

• Takers - Keep in mind that taking 
in and of itself is not a bad thing. We 
must all have a bit of taker in all of us 
if only to afford others the opportunity 
to be givers. 

Moreover, takers are not necessarily 
bad people. They’ve simply been raised 
to be takers by having been given too 


much as they were growing up. 

For instance, a fourth generation wel¬ 
fare recipient has been given no other 
model but taking. Pure takers entire 
orientation in life is one of receiving, 
of trying to maximize the gain in every 
situation. 

A true taker operates out of a position 
of fear, always assuming there won’t be 
enough to go around, always strategiz- 
ing so he gets his share and more. 

• Taker-Givers or T&Gs - These folks 
strike a balance between taking and 
giving, and generally have a developed 
set of instincts about when to give and 
when to take. As a rule, they don’t want 
to take advantage of anyone, nor do 
they want to be taken advantage of by 
takers. Courtesy is both extended and 
expected in return. Some key character¬ 
istics include: 

(1) They let you pay for lunch one day 
but insist on paying the next time. 

(2) They are able to both lend help as 
well as ask for help. 

(3) They listen and talk in roughly the 
same measure. 

(4) They carry their weight on a team, 
but don’t allow themselves to be used. 

(5) They’re not excessive with either 
lending or borrowing. 

(6) They clean up their own messes. 

“In my estimation, about 70 percent of 

us fall into that T&G category to some 
extent or another, with the other 30 
percent split evenly between givers and 
takers,” Scott added. “By recognizing 
these elements and trying to practice 
the principles of giving and taking in 
equal measure, you can revolutionize 
your own workspace no matter what 
position you may have. The positivity 
will ripple outward, changing not only 
yourself, but the people around you.”

In 1986 country music 
star Holly Dunn released 
one of the most touch¬ 
ing and nostalgic songs 
I have ever heard. Her 
beautiful ballad entitled 
“Daddy’s Hands” spoke 
more of the special bond 
and love that a father 
and daughter share than 
any other song I have 
had the privilege of lis¬ 
tening to. 

This song is time¬ 
less and universal as it 
speaks to the heart of 
any child who has been 
blessed to have a strong 
father figure in their life. 
Personally I think the 
good Lord broke the mold 
when he made my dad. 

For as long as I can 
remember I have always 
been fascinated by my 
daddy’s hands. When I 
was a small girl it would 
amaze me how completely 
his big rough hand could 
totally envelope my own. 
Each line and crease had 


its own story to tell. 

“You could read quite a 
story in the calluses and 
lines, 

Years of work and 
worry had left their mark 
behind.” 

I could take my fingers 
and trace the calluses on 
the palms of his hands. 
Even at a young age I 
knew that they were the 
result of years of hard 
work. You see a person’s 
hands can tell a great 
deal about them. Many 
times I would notice that 
one of daddy’s fingernails 
had been mashed which 
was evidenced by the 
ugly bluish-black color, 
but I never heard him 
complain. 

On the palm of his right 
hand is a fairly large 
scar which he acquired 
as a boy. Apparently he 
fell into the creek while 
carrying a glass jar and 
since it was during a time 
that home medical care 
was the norm he had to 
simply forgo stitches and 
tough it out. 

“I remember Daddy’s 

hands, working til they 
bled, 

Sacrificed unselfishly, 

just to keep us all fed.” 

My dad has worked for 
the electric company my 
entire life. For the major¬ 
ity of my childhood he 
had to work out of town 
most every week. He was 
a lineman. 

At the time I did not 
realize how truly danger¬ 
ous his job was and I sup¬ 


As a child I just thought 
it was so cool that my 
dad climbed those poles 
and kept the lights on. I 
have seen pictures of him 
bravely hanging in the 
middle of a line on noth¬ 
ing more than swing seat 
as cars appeared to be as 
small as ants far below. 
That man that climbed 
those poles, and in my 
eyes defied fear itself, has 
always been my hero. 

I watched him work 
and toil day after day as 
he built our home. He 
would work all day at his 
paying job and then come 
home only to work some 
more, but I never heard 
him complain. 

One day as he was 
working on the con¬ 
struction of our home I 
remember watching him 
climb high onto a piece 
of scaffolding. Just as he 
began to work one leg of 
the large metal contrap¬ 
tion suddenly gave way 
as it poked through a 
pop knot in a piece of the 
wooden sub floor. 

My heart caught in 
my throat as I watched 
him suddenly scramble to 
keep from falling. True 
to his nature he simply 
readjusted the equip¬ 
ment and right back up 
he went. 

Things have not 
changed much as my 
dad still works all day at 
his paying job and then 
comes home to work on 
his farm. As I was pre¬ 
paring to leave their 


house the other day I 
stopped by the barn to 
speak to him. He walked 
up to the car door and I 
immediately noticed a 
nasty gash and swelling 
on the back of one of his 
hands. 

Apparently a cow 
decided to get some ret¬ 
ribution and somehow 
caught his hand between 
some boards. He just 
shrugged it off and now 
a few weeks later he has 
another scar added to his 
story line. 

“I remember Daddy’s 
hands, how they held my 
mama tight, 
and patted my back, for 
something done right.” 

I read a quote once that 
said, “One of the great¬ 
est things a father can do 
for his children is to love 
their mother.” 

I have always known 
that there is a great 
love between my mom 
and dad. Having been 
married myself now for 
almost twelve years I 
know there are times in a 
marriage when you really 
don’t like each other, but 
you should always love 
one another. 

Never in my life have 
I ever seen my parents 
argue. Never in my life 
have I heard them raise 
their voices to each other 
in my presence. The only 
indication I ever had that 
they were in a disagree¬ 
ment was the fact that 
they simply did not speak 
much to each other for 
a day or so. That show 
of restraint and respect 
taught me so many les- 


Daddy is usually a fair¬ 
ly quiet man unless you 
get him to talking politics 
then you had better hold 
onto your boot straps. If 
you do not want his hon¬ 
est opinion on govern¬ 
ment then you should 
not ask. He is a man of 
belief and conviction and 
I greatly admire him for 
that. 

Besides being a great 
provider for his family 
and a determined hard 
worker he stepped into 
the role as grandfather 
as though he had always 
been made to do it. 

Each time a new grand¬ 
child has been born he 
has gently cradled them 
in his big strong arms, 
not saying much, but the 
look of pride on his face 
spoke volumes. 

When my third son 
was born and the big day 
of coming home rolled 
around I must admit 
I was pretty nervous 
about how my three year 
old twins were going to 
adjust. As we arrived at 
home and got everyone 
unloaded my dad was 
close behind.

As a parent, you can 
do simple things to make 
managing this disease 
easier for your teen and 
your entire family. 

Obesity is one of the 
leading causes of Type 2 
diabetes. Helping over¬ 
weight teenagers with 
diabetes reach and main¬ 
tain a healthy weight 
may help them feel physi¬ 
cally and mentally better 
and may improve their 
glucose, or blood sugar, 
levels. 

While the secret to 
weight loss is to eat 
healthier food choices 
in the correct portion 
sizes and increase physi¬ 
cal activity, this can be 


easier said than done. 
Getting your whole fam¬ 
ily involved in healthy 
eating and exercise may 
maker reaching and 
maintaining a healthy 
weight more enjoyable 
and easier for all family 
members. 

It’s important for every¬ 
one to know that individ¬ 
uals with diabetes do not 
need special foods, just 
healthy ones. 

Eating healthy is a 
good idea whether you’re 
diabetic or not. Healthy 
food choices include fruits 
and vegetables, whole 
grain breads, low-fat 
meats, milk and cheese. 
Limiting the availabil¬ 
ity of high sugar, high- 
fat foods in your home 


can help everyone make 
healthier choices. 

If you and your fam¬ 
ily have not been active 
before, it’s important to 
consult a doctor before 
beginning any exercise 
regimen. 

You may need to start 
slowly and gradually 
build up to 60 minutes 
per day. While playing 
sports are a good way to 
get physically activity, it’s 
not the only way. 

Going for a walk, danc¬ 
ing and jumping rope 
are all forms of physical 
activity. 

Additionally, you should 
make sure your teen is 
taking medicine as pre¬ 
scribed by their doctor 
and monitoring their 


blood glucose levels. 

When the school year 
starts, you and your teen 
should make sure their 
school nurse and teach¬ 
ers are aware of your 
child’s diabetes care plan 
to ensure they’re eat¬ 
ing their meals, eating 
healthy foods, getting 
physical activity and tak¬ 
ing their medicine during 
the school day. 

Being diagnosed with 
Type 2 diabetes is a life¬ 
changing event and can 
be difficult for anyone to 
deal with, regardless of 
age. If you notice behav¬ 
ior changes in your teen, 
it’s important to talk 
with them about it and 
let them know they’re not 
alone. 


You can help your child 
connect with other teens 
with diabetes through 
diabetes support groups 
or summer camps. Here 
they may make friend¬ 
ships and support each 
other. 

If you feel your teen 
needs to speak to a pro¬ 
fessional, it’s important 
that you help them con¬ 
nect with a health care 
worker, social worker, 
certified diabetes educa¬ 
tor or psychologist.
